Kentucky Power has about 176,000 customers in 20 counties in eastern Kentucky. The
PSC is holding the public meetings in response to requests from the company's customers and
elected officials.

Kentucky Power has proposed to increase its electric rates across all classes of
customers in order to generate an additional $123 million in revenue per year — an increase of
about 24 percent. The company estimates that the average monthly bill for residential
- customers would rise to nearly $153, an increase of about 34 percent from the current average
of about $115. )

Persons wishing to comment on the proposed rate increase may do so at the meeting.
Depending on the number of people wishing to speak, the length of oral comments may be
limited.

Written comments will be accepted at the meeting. Written comments also may be

The evidentiary hearing in the case, at which Kentucky Power will appear before the
PSC, will be held at the PSC offices in Frankfort on Tuesday, May 25, beginning at 10 a.m.
EDT. The hearing, which may last several days, will be open to the public, but there will be only
limited opportunity for public comments. Written comments will be accepted through the
conclusion of the hearing.

The evidentiary hearing may be viewed live on the PSC Web site.

The PSC is an independent agency attached for administrative purposes to the Energy
and Environment Cabinet. It regulates more than 1,500 gas, water, sewer, electric and
telecommunication utilities operating in Kentucky and has approximately 100 employees.
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
